"MUELLER-SELLAS’ CASE EMPHASIZES NEED 


FOR CHANGES IN CIVIL SERVICE ORDINANCE 


A decision, long overdue, is finally in sight 
in the Sheriff Mueller-Deputy Sheriff Percy Sei- 
las affair. It was in May when Sheriff Mueller 
sought to discharge his employe. 

Since then the case has been dragged out 
with one postponement after another. It is 
likely the real issue has been lost due to the 
injection of personalities in the dispute, and 
the resulting publicity and public comment. 

All of which emphasizes the need of chang: 
es in the civil service commission ordinance. 
Responsibility for the changes rests with the 
county board of supervisors. 

Outcome of this case is of relatively minor 
importance. It is the procedure that is under 
discussion here. This case has proven the pre- 
sent system is not practical and perhaps not 
equitabte for the employe involved. To say the 
least, it is expensive. 

Many of the people involved in handling 
the hearing are desirous of having changes 
made. 

An employe’s rights should not in the least 
be jeopttrdized in any changes that might be 
made. 

In fact, his rights and future standing might 
be increased if, for example, the hearings were 
secret. This is the principal change advocated 
by students of the question. Speed in hand- 
ling the case is also important and changes 
should be made to prohibit delays the like of 
which have prevailed in the current case. 

It is interesting to note that in the new state

People in this area will miss the fine pas- 
senger service. And missing this service, some 
people may look to other routes and means of 
travel. 


Faces Real Challenge 


|New Unemployment Head 


The new head of the state department of 
unemployment is the same man whose open 
criticism of the department has led to an inves- 
tigation by an assembly subcommittee of 
charges of wholesale fraud and unemployment 
chiseling. 

It could, therefore, be termed “poetic jus: 
tice,” that the job be handed to William A. Bur- 
kett, a former U. S. treasury agent, who has 
been in ihe vanguard of state unemployment 
department's critics. 

It isn’t often that a situation like this arises, 
mainly because in many cases, those wha criti- 
cize a public agency or official are content to 
sit on the sidelines and snipe away, being nei- 
ther inclined to nor capable of improving the 
situation. Mr. Burkett is the exception to this 
rule on both counts. 

Mr, Burketi steps into a very difficult situ- 
ation and he probably realizes it himself. If 
there is wholesale chiseling and fraud as has 
beer. charged, it will be an uphill fight to 
eliminate it because the operations of the 
vast state department of employment are com- 
plex. Much dependence must be placed on 
the honesiy cand integrity of personne! through 
the organization and it will be difficult to elim:

Mr. Mueller, a dynamic leader and a force-

to discharge an employe whom he thought not 
worthy of continuing on the public payroll. A

Benson‘s Opposition 
Centered in Brannan 


The impression has gotten out that ALL 
stock men and most of the nation’s agricultural 
leaders and most of the farmers wanted to get 
rid of Secretary of Agriculture Benson. 

More than 300 cattlemen, reported to repre- 
sent the cattle growers of 36 states, swarmed 
into Washington recently to confront Benson 
and denounce his price support policies. 

Then it came out that the sole sponsoring 
organization for this movement was the Na- 
tional Farmers Union—a group that has as its 
counsel Charles F. Brannan. Itso happens Mr. 
Brannan was secretary of agriculture under 
President Truman. Brannan has a pian of his 
own. And itis just plain naturcl that he would 
be against anything his Republican successor 
might advocate. 

So, instead of ALL the livestock men being 
against him, the bulk of the protest was cen- 
tered in only ONE group. 

Mr. Brannon has since then made public 
messages of support for his position, urging 
him to stick by his guns, from a number of ma- 
jor organizations. These include the California 
Cattle Feeders association, National Livestock 
Producers association, Ohio Cattle Feeders as- 
sociation, National Council of Farm Coopera- 
tives, the American Farm Bureau federation 
and the Texas and Southwestern Cattle Raisers 
association. 


Senator McCarthy Is 
Helpful In Red Purge 


Senotor McCarthy is an important person- 
ality in the nation and about him there is -mark- 
ed division of epinion. 

His advocates point to his record of helping
